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PREFACE. 


Thk  present  issue  is  more  or  less  a  pioneer  work,  and  therefore 
the  Editor  hopes  that  additions  and  corrections  will  be  sent  to 
him  in  order  that  a  second  and  more  perfect  edition  may  be 
published,  should  a  demand  arise.  He  apologises  for  the  imper- 
fections and  mistakes  among  the  entries  of  Dr.  Kennedy's  time, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  an  Official  Register ;  and  also  for  the 
names  which  may  have  been  omitted  in  subsequent  years.  For  in 
compiling  the  index  he  has  discovered  that  his  con6dence  in  the 
accuracy  of  Mr.  Bentley's  lists  was  somewhat  misplaced,  as  he 
then  became  aware  of  the  omission  of  two  or  ihree  boys,  and  there- 
fore fears  that  the  same  fate  may  have  befallen  others  without  his 
perceiving  it  No  doubt,  too,  the  index  is  very  faulty,  but  as  an 
excuse  for  this,  pressure  of  parochial  work  is  pleaded.

The  earliest  run  racorJel  in  the  Hound  Books  is  in  Sept.  18i2, 
but  in  that  on  Oct.  2),  1812,  the  pack  "  msb  the  Greyhound  Coach 
which  has  baen  the  case  for  the  last  3  seasons,"  and  the  season 
of  1S43  is  described  in  the  account  of  the  last  run  "as  unequalled 
in  the  memory  of  any  of  us  ;  on  no  previous  season,"  &c  In  the 
Salopian  of  May,  1880  (p.  104)  mention  is  made  of  an  O.S.  who 
entered  Shrewsbury  in  July,  1819,  and  who,  before  leaving  was, 
together  with  the  whips,  presented  by  300  boys  at  a  dinner  at  the 
Old  Castle  Inn  with  silver  hunting  whips  for  their  services,  and  in 
the  Salopian  of  Nov.,  1895,  is  an  account  of  two  runs  in  1831. 
Originally  there  seems  to  have  been  a  Spring  as  well  as  an  Autumn 
season,  (cf.  "  Remarks  on  the  season  ending  March  30,  1814,"  in 
Hound  Booh).    But  it  had  only  a  spasmodic  existence 

1842  E.  Tyley  was  Junior  Whip  in  five  runs,  in  the  other  five 

going  as  Fox.  J.  Sherwen  took  his  place  in  three,  and 
W.H.  Wilkinson  in  the  other  two.  F.Parker  was  "Kennel
